Daar Kr. Berkeley: 

My good friend, Bill Cary, asked me to write to you regaraing my 
manuscript entitled: THE UKhOLY ALLIANCE, which links the murder 

of President Kennedy to the present corruption in South Vietnam. 

Ky inside knowledge originated from the fifties when I was working 
as Manager of the Foreign Funds Dept, of Perera Company, Inc., 
wholly owned by Mcolas L. Deak. Deak & Go., In c.^ /Smother luliy 
owned subhSiSyT^lfnaraed by the U.S. Senate Subcommittee on 
Government Operations, investigating the South Vietnamese corruptior., 
as one of the major firms involved. 1 knew Kr. Deak very well. 

During World war II, he was a niajor in the CSS (Office of Strategic 
Services.} For the C.I.A. he organized black market operations, (over, 
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lioth Deak cL Co., Inc. and i'erera Company, Inc. with brancnes all over 
the worlo were actively engaged in undermining the currencies oi 
enemy ana neutral countries. 3y doing so both companies daily have 
viclatea the .\ew York dtate banking Laws, which reserve such banking 
(currency transactions} functions for the properly organized banks. 

The Certificates of Incorporation of both Deak Co., Inc. and 
her era Company, Inc- make no mention of the real business of both firms, 
namely: foreign exchange of moni^. Leak enjoyed the protection of 

CIA against prosecution for the multiple banking law violations. 

I have made a detailed report on the above to the U.S. Defense Dept, 
and the Honorable Frank Bartimo, Chairman of the Interdepartmental 
.■vction Task Group, a joint governn.ent committee representing all 
Departments affected by the corruption, including the Treasury, IaS, 
r.ID, State, Defense. The enclosed May 13th letter sets forth the 
response. 

This iiLPORT is at the point of being published in both Great Britain 
and Germany. It contains 72 single spaced typewritten pages. It 
establishes links with the Kennedy assassination. I have a copy of 
-.he suppressed November 19, 1963, letter by L.Gerrit of Antwerp, 
Belgium, warning President Kennedy that he was going to be mmoerea. 

The Belgian Postal Services have suppliea me with a statement oi the 
U.S. Post Office that this registered letter was received at the Ivhite 
house on November 21. Gerrit was in correspondance with J. Edgar 
hoover as well as Robert F. Kennedy. Gerrifs name was again 
suppressec in connection with the Gebroeders Andrieasen scandal of 
.nuwerp, which caused the resignation of 4 USAID officials in Saigon. 
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«r. even u.or Jp.pressive tie-ir. is the testia-.ony of Jonothan K. 

Bcyco, a personal acquaintance of mine, who spent two years witn 
Viaacr .tesi/^-.io (Son; of the foraer Mafia leader Vito Genevese J 
j.n Ba^gon. For four months they shared an apartment, Victor 
Kesigiiao headed the La Cosa Kostra operation in South Vietnam 
cooperating with Deak as well as the Viet Cong. ’ • • • 

-ou may recall that the ;\arren Commission took testimony from a 
uacx iiuby employee, hancy Perrin Rich, who stated that there was 

a close association between Jack Ruby and Victor Resignio running 
arms to Cuba. 

Perhaps the best link can be found in the person of Cornelius 

Hawkridge, the former Secret Service Head of Hungary, whp succeeded 

his lather in that position, hawkridge testified before the U.S. 

Senate Subcommittee in secret Hearings last March, but the Senate 

refuses to publish his testimony. Claiming to be an escapee from a 

Siberian slave labor carap, he v/as sent to the USA to negotiate an 

"Ur.iiOiy Alliance" betv/een the KGB, the Kafia and certain elements 

Cl the olA. he haa married a German undercover agent. An atue.v.Tc 

was made on botn their lives. She was killed and he is presently 

hiding somewhere in England. (I have his address.) Hawkridge v;as 

directed to participate in the murder of Senator Kennedy, hawkridge 

a«so spent several years in South Vietnam as an American security
